Their color will be 
Green. Mary was born while the family was on the go from Orangeburg South Carolina to Perry Co Miss.

Adam Ulmer Jr., never married so there are no descendents. Adam Ulmer drowned in Whiskey Creek in 
Perry County looking for cows. 


Limb 9 , 
A Son that was living in 1840 in Jasper Co but no record of him after 1840. The 1850 census was the 


first census to give the name of children. Therefore, I failed to find this son’s name or any other history 
about him. 


David Ulmer born in 1803 South Carolina died 1870-80 believed buried in Old Ulmer Cemetery. David 
married about 1823 in Perry Co., Miss., to Mary Lovett who was born in 1806 North Carolina. Died 9 May 
1889 buried Union Line Cem. in Jones Co., Miss. David & Mary moved to Jasper Co. the same time Adam 
Ulmer did. Their children are Eliza, John Wesley, Lovenia, Rachel, David Jr., Mary (Polly), Isabelle, Jacob 
Franklin, Hugh Frances, & Noble B. Ulmer. 

There are some differences concerning the ages of Eliza and John Wesley. The cencus has John Wesley 
as the oldest and the grave marker says Eliza is the oldest. You will find some differences in ages on the 
census. John Wesley was born in Perry Co., lived in Jasper Co., died in Jasper Co. Part of his family later 
moved to Texas to live and the descendants still live in different states. Eliza was born in Perry Co., married 
in Jasper Co., died and buried in Jones Co. Eliza didn’t have any children. Lovenia was born in Perry Co.. 
lived and died in Jasper Co., never married. Believed to be buried in Old Ulmer Cem. Rachel was born in 
Perry Co., lived and died in Jasper Co. Believed to be buried in Old Ulmer Cem., never married. David 
born in Perry Co., lived and died in Jasper Co. No record-of ever marrying. Believed to be buried in Old 
Ulmer 'Cem. Mary (Polly) was born in Perry Co., married in Jasper Co., moved to San Saba Co., Texas be- 
tween !865-70.- While packing for the trip Polly’s daughter Emma found a plug of tobacco taking it Out 
under some pines chewing a bit. The tobacco made her sick but recovered and fell asleep on the pine needles. 


The family moved on the wagon train without Emma. Didn’t miss her until that night when the wagon train -

The dcsire to know more about our forefathers started this research, and I cannot seem to reach a 
stopping point.

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THE COAT OF ARMS OF OUR FOREFATHERS 


The coat of arms was used for identification of the fighting men. The fighting men wore a metal suit of 
armor for protection. Since this suit of armor included a helmet that completely covered the head, a 
knight in full battle dress was unrecognizable, To prevent friend from attacking friend during the heat of 
battle. It became necessary for each one to identify himself. Many men accomplished this by 
painting colorful patterns on their battle shields. These patterns were also woven into cloth surcoats which 
were worn over a Suit of armor. Thus was born the term coat of arms. 


Arms Ulmer 
Shield: ‘‘De gu. a un dauphin d’arg., la tete en bas et la queue en haut. 
Cq.cour.” 
when translated the arms subscription is; 
“red. a silver dolphin, the head in base and the tail in top.” 
above the shield and helmet is the crest which is described as: 
“un homme iss., hab, de gu, cour, d’or, touchant d’une harpe de meme.” 
A translation of the crest description is: 
“A half man, habited red, gold crown and touching a gold harp.”” 


The Ulmer coat of arms does not have a motto. 
Family mottos are believed to have originated as battle cries in medieval times. The meaning of Ulmer is 
beside the water or pool. Von Ulmer was the first spelling meaning from beside the water. 


Shuler 
Crest: 
“Bale, St Gall, D’azur a deux triangles vides dor, entrelaces in forme d’etoile. soutenue d’untertre de trois 
coupeaux de sins”. 
translated: 
A man dressed in blue with gold ornamentation, holding in his hand, a battle axe. 
Shield: 
On a blue chield, two triangles open, of gold, interlaced in the form of a star. supported by a mound with 
three hills of green. 
The two triangles interlaced indicated a symbol of idealish, each point of the triangle representing some high 
aspiration or pledge to himself or his country. The crest added by a later heir shows a man of some wealth 
or military achievement indication his desire to fight for God and country.

When translated the arms description is:

Above the shield and helmet is the crest 
“ Buffelhorn ‘mit aufwarts gekehrtem Mundloche’ zwischen zwi b.-r.-r-b. getheilten Flugeln”. 
Translation: 
“A black buffalo horn, the opening pointed upward, between two wings, divided horizontally into blue- 
red-red-blue.” 
The Horger name’s meaning is: 
“One who came from Horgen.” 
The colors in the coat of arms have a meaning. They are the following: 
Gules (red) burning with the desire to fight for God and Country 
Azure (blue) truth and sincerity 
Argent (silver) Purity and Idealism 
Or (gold) Stainless honor 
Vert (green) Florishing fertility and vitality 
Sable (black) Dignity and reliability 
Erimine (silver and black) Fur of nobility 
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Utmer Family 


The Ulmer name was spelled several different ways. The original way was Von Ulmer. The name changed 
when the family left Germany so that the German government couldn’t.find them. The name Von Ulmer 
means “from beside the water” (Von meaning from and Ulmer beside the water.) The reason that the 
book cover is this color, I tried to get the nearest to the color of Water. The name started back in the 
1600’s in Heidleberg, Germany on the Neckar River. The way the Ulmer name got its Coat of Arms was 
that the first Ulmer killed a Dolphin with a Harp (one that you play with your hands not with your mouth). 
You will find a full history of the coat of arms on the page of Coat of Arms with the other coat of arms that 
the Ulmer family descended from. The Ulmers that sailed to the United States of America had moved from ~ 
Heidleberg to the Danube River where they named the town Ulm for the Ulmer family. Different ones 
moved to different locations before coming to the United States of America. In Germany and Switzerland 
they sailed up the Rhine River to the English Channel and North Sea. The boat on the Rhine River was 
too small to sail the high seas. They also were running from the German government. They stopped off at 
the Island ‘Isle of Wight’, in the English Channel and southern tip of England. 

The reason for leaving Germany was that they participated in a rebellion against the government of 
Germany. Frederick II the Great was giving the power of Government to Prussia. 

You may have heard different reasons for their leaving Germany. I had been told a preacher was preaching 
the dogs and cats out of Hell and the church people got into a fight and several hundred people were killed; 
so the Ulmers left. I failed to find any record of this. I have to go by the records. You may hear any thing. 
I went to England, Switzerland and Germany in Aug 1973, looking for information on the family records. 

I have been told different places that the Ulmer family came from. The only records that I found was 
that the Ulmers came from Germany and Switzerland. That is why you have to go by the records and not 
by what someone says. 1 found records of eight Ulmers that sailed to the United States of America. They 
settled in South Carolina in Orangeburg and Charleston Districts. The first was Jacob Ulmer who was born 
in Germany moved to Switzerland and sailed 24 May 1735, reached the new country | lJuly 1735. Jacob 
descendents are our family or set of Ulmers. The other Ulmers where Adam Ulmer landed 12 Oct 1738, 
Phillip landed 2 of Oct 1741, another Jacob landed 10th Oct 1749, Andrew Martin 24 Aug 1750, Peter 
7th Oct 1751, Wolfgang 30th Sept 1754, John Frederick 20th Sept 1772. They all sailed from Germany, 
failed to find if they are related to our Jacob Ulmer. (Refer THE SWISS IMMIGRANTS AND 3000 names 
of Immigrants). Jacob Ulmer landedsin July 1735 at Charleston South Carolina with 4 sons. Hans(Henry), 
Michael, Warner and John Frederick. Jacob was living on land in Halfway Swamp Orangeburg County 
South Carolina in 1754. 

John Frederick Ulmer was born 1732 in Switzerland sailed to United States with his father and married 
in South Carolina 26 Sept 1752 to Mary Barbara Shuler. Their children are George Adam born 20 Mar 
1754, Mary Magalene born 25 Apr 1756. John Jacob born 13 July 1758 and Michael Ulmer Born ?

‘orefathers came from the West, southern part of Germany. The Rhine River on which our forefathers 
sailed up to the English Channel is a beautiful river and made famous for its song and legend. It is the most 
important inland water-way for Europe. 

The religion in Germany started back in the 1500’s. The religions are mostly Roman Catholics ‘and 
Protestants. Lutherans are the largest part of the Protestants. . 

Southern Germany is noted for the magnificient Cathedrals built in the 1700’s, They still stand in 
Ulm Germany, Switzerland 

Switzerland is known for its beautiful, snow-capped mountains and mountain rivers and lakes. The 
Alpsand Jura Mountains covermore than one half of Switzerland. The Swiss people are noted to be freedom 
loving people. Switzerland is one of the oldest countries in the world. Switzerland was a country in 58 
3. C. (Before Christ). The Swiss people formed a Swiss Confederation 700 years ago to stay free of foreign 
cules. Today the Swiss do not have a regular army. The Swiss people do not have a language of their own. 
They have German, French and Italian. German language is most widely spoken. ; ; 

Switzerland is noted for its watch making. It is the largest watch making country in the world. It is 
aoted for its safest banks in the world. It attracts deposits from people all over the world. _ 

The religious reformation spread into Switzerland in 1500’s. This split Switzerland into two armed 
camps, the Roman Catholic and Protestants. ; 

Switzerland is noted for its tunnels going through the mountains. The Simplon tunnel is 12.3 miles 
long, the longest tunnel in the world. When I was there in August 1973, looking up records of the family, 
I went through this tunnel. Switzerland was the most friendly and most beautiful to me of all Europe that 
I visited. 

Switzerland isa smal! country. It is less than one per cent the size of the United States. The average farm

The Switzerland flag is red with a white cross. That is where the Red Cross was founded in Switzerland 


in 1863. 
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Perry County has one river running through it, Leaf River, formerly called Hastahacia, by the Indians. 
There are several creeks; Bogue Homa, meaning red creek, Tallahala, meaning smooth rock;Buck creek because 
of the deer killed, Beaver Dam where the beavers made a home. There were others but named by white 
man. One of them was Whiskey Creek where Adam Ulmer Sr., lived until he moved to Jasper County Miss. 
adam still owned his land after moving to Jasper County. Adam Ulmer Jr., had Cows onthe land after 
adam Sr., died and until his death in 1868. Adam Jr., would ride a horse from Jasper county back to Perry 
County checking on the cows. He was crossing Whiskey Creek on horse back when the horse got into 
some vines and drowned him and his horse. That is what has been told to the Ulmer family down through 
the years. 

Adam Ulmer Sr., moved to Jasper County, Mississippi in 1838. The Ulmer Estate is located between 
Heidleberg and Bay Springs, Mississippi on highway 528. The Old Ulmer Cemetery is located in corner of 
section 5-6-7 & 8, township |, range 12. 

Adam Ulmer bought a slave woman and two children, one boy and one girl. The descendents of the 
soy still own the land where the Old Ulmer Cemetery is located. 

Adam Ulmer raised his family in Orangeburg South Carolina, Perry County Mississippi and Jasper 
County Mississippi. Adam’s last three children were born in Perry County. Adam Ulmer Sr., was born in 
Orangeburg South Carolina 1780 married in Orangeburg @ | 801 to Mary Margaret Horger B | 788 in Orange- 
purge. ae a Mary Margaret both died between 1850—60 buried in Old Ulmer Cemetery (in back yard 
of the o ome). 
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Now that we have traveled over Switzerland and Germany. we must go up the Rhine River like our 
forefathers did to England. England hus a number of offshore islands and 'sle of Wight is noted to be the 
loveliest, The Isle of Wight and southern part of England was where our forefathers landed to board a 
larger boat for the ocean voyage for the United States of America. Our forefathers settled in Charleston 
and Orangeburg Dist South Carolina. 

South Carolina 

South Carolina was granted to Sir Robert Heath by the King of England (King Charles I) in 1629. North 
and South Carolina were named in honor of the King. Province of Carolana (Land of Charles) in Latin 
meaning for Charles. The spelling was changed in 1663 to Carolins. [In 1730 the province was divided into 
North and South Carolina. Before the first white settlers moved in. there were thirty different tribes of 
Indians living in South Carolina. 

The first white settlers came in 1670 to Albearle Point near where Charleston is today. The colonists 
moved to Oyster Point and named it Charles Town after King Charles. In 1783 the spelling was changed to 
Charleston. South Carolina. 

The first rice field was planted in South Carolina in 1685 near where Charleston is today. The seeds 
were given by a ship Captain. The first free library was opened in Charleston in 1698. The first theater and 
Opera performance was in 1702 in Charleston. Charleston had the first Museums founded in the nation in 
1773. South Curolina is one of the smallest states in the Union but was first in several things. The first 
fire-proof structure was built in Charleston in | 822. 

On 28th June 1776. the Revolutionary War hit South Carolina. A small group of men, commanded by 
William Moultrie, defended Charleston Harbor agaist the fire of eleven British war ships. The group made 
their stand in a half finished Fort made of palmetto logs and sand. The soft spong logs held firm as the 
cannon balls from the ships sank harmessly into the logs. The group defeated the British fleet. That is 
why the state tree is the Palmetto tree. The state flower is Carolina Jessomine. The state bird is Carolina 
Wren. The state flag is blue with whitemoon and Palmetto tree. Adam’s son, James T. Ulmer, was the last 
child of Adam that was born under the blue flag. That is why I gave the family a blue name plate. The 
state seal is a Palmetto tree towering over an uprooted oak. The seal symbolizes the successful defense 
against the oaken ships of the British. The figure of hope in the seal carrying a Laurel branch across a 
sword covered beach represents the wish to remain forever independent. 

On 7th October 1780 the American colony forces won the Battle of Kings mountain, the turning point 
of the Revolutionary War, Also, the Battle of Cowpen in 178! was another important battle. Jacob Horger 
Sr.. and Jr.. were soldiers in this war. There was a Jacob Ulmer in the War, but I failed to find proof that 
he was our forefather. There was a John Inabinet listed but | failed to find his record. There may have 
been more of our forefathers in the War. [ failed to find the record and proof that they were our forefathers. 

On 23rd May 1788 South Carolina became the eight state of the union. There were 137 battles fought 
in South Carolina during the Revolutionary War. The records in South Curolina were destroyed by fire by 
General Sherman in 1865. That is why I failed to get complete records of each of our forefathers. South 
Carolina is a very religious state; it has wonderful church records from which | got most of the records. 

Adam Ulmer left Orangeburg, South Carolina. going to the Gold rush in Oklahoma in 1811. There was 
an earthquake, All the rivers ran backward so the people were confused. Adam Ulmer sailed the Tennessee 
River into the Tombigbee River to the flat land of the Mississippi Territory. Adam settled on Whiskey 
Creck in what is now Perry County Miss. Mary Ulmer Hartfield was born on the way from Orangeburg, 
South Carolina to Perry County Miss. The family was on the go, so I gave her descendents a green name 
plate for the reunion. Rachel Ulmer Pearce was the first child to be born in Perry County Miss.; that is of 
the Adam Ulmer children. Rachel died in McHenry, Miss., and was buried in Stone County next to Perry 
County. Rachel moved in a circle in her life span. From Perry County to Jasper County, to Hancock 
County and back to Stone County Miss. 

Adam lived in Perry County from 1812 until 1838, then moved to Jasper County Miss. Adam was 
Justice of Peace in Perry County from 1818 to 1826. 


Perry County Mississippi 

Adam Ulmer helped open up Perry County Miss. Perry County was formed out of Choctaw Indian 
country. Perry County had seven different flags flown over it before it was formed a county in 1820. 
Spain's flag was over Perry County in 1699; then French flag until 1763, English flag until 1778; back to 
the Spanish flag for two years; trom 1798 to 1861 the United States flag; in 1861 the Bonnie Blue flag and 
Confederate flag for 4 years; the Magnolia flag and United States flag from !865 up to present. 

There were no white settlers in whut is now Perry County until 6 November 1805. The agreement was 
signed giving the land to the United States by President Jefferson. The. first Post Office in Mississippi was 
Augusta in Perry County. It opened 18th May 1819 and remained open until 2 January 1860. The first 
court house in Perry County was at Augusta; it burned in 1878. The new court house was built three 
niles down the road, It was named New Augusta. The court house of today was built in 1908. 

Perry County was named for Commadore Oliver Hazard Perry. Perry won a famous victory over the 
British in the battle of Lake Eric. The oldest cemetery is located in Mahmed. Thsi town was named after a 
Mr. Denham (just spelled his name backward). Mahmed is located on highway 98 between Hattiesburg and 
New Augusta.

Mr. J. C. Andrews, who lives near the Jones and Jasper County 
line is ninety years old in June 1936. He was conscripted in the 
Confederate Army when he was sixteen years of age and was detailed to 
operate a grist mill and cotton gin where he was required to furnish 
certain supplies to Confederate Soldiers and their families. He had 
owned and operated this mill and gin for two years since he was 


. fourteen years of age. He was born in Sampson County, N.C. June 1846, 
, His father moved to Jones Comty in February 1855. Mr. J. Ce Andrews 


has operated this mill and gin continuously wince 1859. He has for 

the last few weeks abandoned active duty at the mill for the first 

time in seventy-six years, This mill is located about five miles north 
west of Sandersville, on Mill Creek and is operated by water power. 

It was built by Joshua Jones for Amsy Hosey who sold it to Hyde and 
Overstreet. The mill was known then as the Hyde Mill. Mr. Andrews 
authority from, the Confederacy has been destroyed by fire but it 
specified that: -he must grind the publics corn into meal for one eighth 
toll and into hominy for one twelfth. He had no one twelfth measure, 
therefore for seventy six years he has followed his old custom of 
grinding hominy for one sixteenth instead of one twelfth, Every sixty days 
his duty was tg report how much corn he had ground. One year he ground 
6,626 bushels and also ginned cotton for family use. He could gin as much 
as two and one half bales per day. He ginned for people all the way from 


_& Ellisville, Jones County to Paulding in Jasper County. 


Mr. Andrews' account of the famous Newt Knight gang of deserters

Commisary was operated by Burket Lester, the sheriff, There they robbed 
the commissary and with the five ox wagons they started their necessarily 
slow journey to their own camp located in the thick swamp and dense 
undergrowth along the reed brakes of the two counties. The sheriff 
reported the matter to the head quarters at Interprise where the Confederate 
Officer Nixon sent a detachment of cavalry in pursuit. They overtook 

the five wagons at Rambo Bridge and after a skirmish, the deserters 
abandoned their wagons and supplies and sought refuge in the swampse 

A woman by the name of Mary West, a friend of the deserters claimed Hogans 
wagon and team. The officers allowed her to take it and they returned the 
other wagons to their respeotive owners and reloaded all supplies and took 
them to headquarters at Waynesboro.

ur. David Blue gave the writers a vegart of his experience and 
expléits of the war between the states as follows: 


“I was born in Chesterfield District, S.C. March 5, 1845 and came 
to Jones county in one horse oart with my father and mother on December 
28, 1848. We spent the first night here with a Mr. Allen McGill, who 
gave me a checked handle barlow knife which, when I lost it hurt me more 
than loosing the great war I later fought through. when I was five years 
old, I moved with my parents %o Wayne County and again moved to Jasper 
County at the age of eight. Here I went to school for three months 
at old Salem Church, which was taught by Miss Pollie Keyser. The 
next year I went to school about three months at Shady Grove to a Mrs 
Palmér Porter. Then for three months I went to a Mr. Reynolds. 

T. Gs Crawford then taught at Ellis school here about five months. I paid 
these men $1, per month for schooling. This was all the schooling I 
got and it 1 all in Jasper County. 


I volunteered into Company H 27th Walthalls Brigade, Johnstons Army 
and was captured the first battle I went into at Lookout Mountain. 
I only shot eleven rounds before a large shell exploded and the debris 
covered me up and they took me to the Zollie Coffee house at Nashville, 
Tenn.e and put me on the third floor up stairs where I stayed two nights. 
There were ‘so many prisoners in this place that the floors broke in and 
killéd and crippled many. They then sent me to Rock Island, Ill. where I 
stayed as @ prisoner wntil the close of the war. 


‘They fea us good for a little while, but soon cut our rations +o 
about one fourth. Then I stayed hungry oontinuously as long as I was 
a prisoner, J saw two men wager each other their three days rations that 
one could eat both their three days rations in five minutes. The 
challenger took the rations issued to both men which copfsisted of a can of 
beef juice, a slice of mule meat and a small loaf of brvad and cut the 
meat in small: pieces and mixed:it with bread and a and ate the entire 
mixture in exactly four and one half minutes. ? 


My grandfather Dougle Blue came to NeG.e from Scotland during the 
Revolutionary war as a British soldier in 1775 at the age of 22. He 
developed small—pox and was left by the British soldiers to die. He ate 
buds from a pine bush and got well, but he had learned to sympathize 
with the Colonist end did not rejoin the British Army. Neither could he 
fight for the Colonist. He married Miss McQueen and had four boys, James, 
Neil, Douglas and John. Neil settled in Montgomery Alabama when it was a 
small place and became the father of the famous Methodist minister of 
Alabama, O. Re Blue. My father, John Blue, became a buggy maker. He 
married a Miss Margaret Cameron and moved to Jones County and became the 
father of four ohildren, John, David, Flora and Effie.
